The fart that on the basis of the 
first 11,000 votes in

Dakota 
from which returns -were had. Presi­ 
dent Taft got aboil! one in Forty was 
the subject of much felicitation among 
the democratic leaders about the head 
quarters and at the Capitol. 
.Naturally, 
democratic 
assertions 
were fervent that it would be good 
fortune for It he democratic party if 
the 
president’s 
renomination 
was 
forced on the public by Manager Mc­ 
Kinley and his lieutenants. 
At the Roosevelt headquarters there 
is frank admission that La Follette 
carried Nor! h Dakota, but whatever 
disappointment might be felt because 
of this was completely over-shadow­ 
ed by the feeling that the lesson of 
Not th Dakota as to the weakness of 
President Taft wi< h the rank and file 
of his party would not be lost on the 
voters from this time forth, and that 
it would not be lost on the Chicago 
convent ion. 
“Is it possible,” asked the Roose­ 
velt leaders, that the republican par­ 
ty, with the North Dakota result be 
fore it, and the utter weakness of *he 
president disclosed, is going to Chic 
ago next June and nominate a man 
who will drag the party down to 
fain defeat?” 


The weakness of President Taft, it 
is poised out by Senator Dixon and 
by Ormsby McHarg, as revealed in 
North Dakota, extends to many other 
states. In Montana, it is said. Presi­ 
dent Taft has even less strength than 
in North Dakota In Washing on he is 
as weak. So also in Oregon. Likewise, 
in practically all the border states 
iMr. Taf< 
has a tremendous tide of 
opposition from republicans of all fac­ 
tions and varieties. 


I he repudiation of President Taft 
in North Dakd a can best be inter 
preted when it is recalled that in 1SP6 
that state next to Pennsylvania gav 
the highest pro rata part of its vole 
to the republican party. In 1900, on Ii 
35 per cent of the people voted the 
democratic ticket. Un 1908, Presid ut 
carried I lie state by a substantial ma­ 
jority. in other words, President Tai 
has been utterly repudiated in a rock- 
nhbed republican state. It is not a 
democratic state or a doubtful stale 
considered in the light of presiden­ 
tial elections since 1806. 
It is pointed out that if states like 
Oregon, 
Nebraska, 
Wisconsin 
and 
New Jersey, which have presidential 
primaries, by their returns later or 
emphasize the weakness of President 
Taft even fractionally as much as the 
North Dakota outcome has emphasiz 
cd it, hts candidacy will have been 
made impossible. There will be noth 
mg to it then, bul Roosevelt. 
The only factors in the North !>ako- 
ta contest were La Follette and Roose 
velt. La Follette won easily, but the 
Roosevel.
